The 
last-named provision is one of the principal reasons of rejection of 
the Bill, as being likely. ta throw the whale Poor Law administration 
ints confusion. : oa . 

Tha last Government measure defeated in the Lorda was the 
Welsh Disestablishment Bill of 1922, which was subsequently enacted 
onder the Parliament Act. .

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Folling Land Speculation. 


Inview of thefactthat one of the 
principab needs ‘of the mainland 
is the provision of building sites 
to meet the present bouge- 
shortage, we think that some 
measure of precaution should be 
taken by the Government in the 
way of enquiring into the bone 
files of the numerous applica-' 
tions for land in this connection. 
House speculation and increased 
rents have added to the diffieul- 
ties of the present situation, and 
it is not to be desired that these 
should extend to transactions in 
land ‘in the undeveloped dis- 
trictsofthe mainland. From what 
we have heard, land there at the 
present moment is very cheap, 
‘only a few cents per square foot; 
but, with an eye to its possible 
appreciation through the’ con- 
struction of various roads which 
would open the district up, it may 
be that some will seek to buy up 
land as fast as opportunity offers 
subsequently reselling at a sub- 
stantial profit.

The  Flonyaueny Government

The local papers have been 
berating the PostmasterGaneral 
ot Singapore for ‘the bungling in 
the English mails here From 
exhaustive enquiries that I‘have 
raade Sing»pare is not to blame. 
Tha English mails coma via 
Negapatani, and = are sant 
from Singapore to Hongkong by 
the fastest boats leaving at the 
time. Supposing that the Home 
mails go from Negapatam to 
Penang, the bags containing the 
letters are marked with a certain 
chop sa that the Singapore Post 
Offce authorities will know that 
they have to take them off at 
Penang and forwand them by rail 
to Singapore, and re-forward them 
to Hongkong by the first boat 
available. fp, recent case where 
the mails announced to bearriving 
did vat arriva in the Colony. the 
P. and O. vessel Kalyan, carrying 
the English mails from London, 
arrived at Bombay on a Sunday 
instaadof Thursday. Theservice 
from London to Bambay is a 
weekly one, the mail baat leaving 
London on 8 Thursday regularly, 
and arriving at Bombay exacily 
two weeks later. on a Thorsdar 
In pre-war days the inail boats 
used to arrive at Bombay on 
schedule, but they do not, the 
reason being iat the P. and O. 
people have not exourh big and 
fast boats to put on the run. 
and although these are now being 
baile it will be sometime. before 
things will right themselves. At 
any rate, the weekly service from 
London to Bombay cannot be 
maintained efficiently. The slow 
ships that now carry the mails 
arrive at Bombay two or three 
daya later than schedule, with 
the result that the boats cannot 
wait $0 long at Bambay to carry 
the mails, and “have to leave 
minus the English mails. That 
is the whole trouble with our 
mails at present. ” ,

The onts case where the 
Singapore Pos: was guilty 
of a blunder was in the case of 
the Teucer, about a month aso. 
It will be remembered that the 


English mails were sent from: 


Singapore by that vessel and 
eventually the Teucer called at 
Manila, before calhiog at Hone- 
kong. Shs remained at Manila 
for four days. -The Siogepore 
Post Office wrote to exolain this. 


It appears that after the Engtish. 


mails were put on the 9.5. Teucer, 
half-an-hour before the vessel 
sailect she received instruction by 
wireless to proceed to Manila. 
The sbipping Company did. not 
inform the Singapore Post Office 
of the change until after the 
yessel left, when i: was too late 
to remedy the error. The 
Negapatam route is the only 
tronte at present whereby the 
English mails siz Suez can be 
sent. There is a weekly 
service between Negapatam and 
Singapore, subsidised by the 
Straits Government particularly 
for the carrisge of Tamil and 
Madras coolies te work ¢n the 
plantations in the Federated 
Straits. These boats run once a 
week from Singapore to Negapat- 
am and from’ Negapatam to 
Singapore. If vessels are rua on 
a weekly schedule sou cannot 
delay s boat ‘more than a couple 
of days at the most, or else you 
cannot maintain that weekly ser- 
vice on time. The tollowing week 
there may be no sailing frome 
particular port.

Look at the boats coming from 
Singapore carrying our mails. 
Some of them are tramps. Some 
weeks youbave threeboats calling 
here and some weeks you have 
none. The postmaster at Singapore 
goes tothe trouble of unloading 
the mails at Penang and putting 
them on rail to Singapore and 
then having them re-transferred 
at Singapore by tho fastest-vessels 
leaving for Hongkong. The 
weekly Hongkong mail is about 
200 bags from London. Most of 
these arepapers. Then there are 
the Shanghai end Northern mails 
which means more trouble.
